During 1945, when the Ked Any neared Vienna 1 escaped to Salzburg, and later 
to the American eone in Austria^ however T3AH0V went to Innsbruck, and later to the 
French abne in Austria* At the end of the Har, in Innsbruck, the French Occupation 
Forces arrested TJANOV and sent him to a Concentration Camp in Foit Albert as a 
friend of the Oenoans* During his stay in the Concentration Gamp TJANOV started to , 
work for the French and^with their knowledge became a member of the Austrian Consiiunlst 
Party. .This latter step towards his freadoaij 

fhe French freed him, looWjag-for a pi^text, and TJANOV began to work for them.

DIMITROV’S people, ^he reason for this was - that TJANOV teswpr^was aware of the 
compromising facts about Dr. DLwlTROV and his people, as associates of the Communists 
of yesterday, In order to mlniitdae (discredit) the i^ormation w. Aceh TJANOV had given 
about them wm*rMr>t succeedjled in (was responsible) for dAscreditlng him, 

in order to cast doubts about him. He, TJANOV, in toy estimation was and would have been 
completely honest and loyal. My understanding was, that we would receive the best 
information about the Communists if we had pmpiw (our) people among them. X, or 
scmieone like nyself was , unable to go in Vienna, could not talk with YOJIFOV In 
a homey (persoaal) eifivii*pnment, could not go in the Bulg. Legation, etc. TJANOV, 
however, ‘was able to do these things. In order to be abl^ do this he had to 
bring' some information to YOJIFOV, for example, 'about 4/est. If TJANOV, 
however, xRodonbex. .had b^en„^rJpL^ lor me, YOJIFOV would have had such information 
xxxsmc that we t nought dp., that tHere could be received, and wevould have the informa tic 
that we needed. Americans from Europe, who, for pity, worked thru the German negotiation- 
(arbitration), were unable to understand what I was^ saying, they did not permit this, 
and TJ/vNOV was not utilised.
